Detective Sergeant A. McGuire 
and Louis O. Mott Placed 


on the Roll of Honor. 


For their heroism in rescuing five 
megroes in last spring’s flood, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Arthur McGuire of 342 
Chippewa street and Louis O. Mott of 
8% Tesson street, have received an 
award of gold medals and $1000 each 


from the Carnegie Hero Commission. 
They were notified Friday afternoon of 
the commission’s action in placing them 


on the hero’s roll of honor. 


The rescue was made at 2 a. m., 
March 25 last, near the foot of Poep- 
ping street in Carondelet. The River 
Des Peres at that point had over-. 
flowed its banks and was threatening 
the lives of many dwellers along the 
water front. 


Cries for Help in Dark. 
In the darkness of the stormy morn- 


ing, Patrolman McGuire heard cries for 
help. They came from a cabin which 
was surrounded by the rushing flood 
ani battered by driftwood. 

McGuire jumped into a skiff and 
called for volunteers to accompany him 
to the cabin. Only one man, Louis 
Mott ,4 feet 19 inches tall, stepped 
forward. 

In the darkness, with only the police- 
man’s flash lamp to guide them, they 
rowed out into the stream, risking their 
lives. to answer the call for help. Sev- 
eral times the boat was struck by 
driftwood and almost overturned. 
McGuire and Mott found George Bar- 
ton, a negro, and his wife and three 
children standing on furniture in the 
cabin with the water above their knees 
and rising rapidly. 

MeGuire Promoted. 

They placed the family in the skif? 
and attempted to row to shore, The 
current was so strong and the floating 
driftwood so thick that the boat was 
swept downstream and dashed against 
a house. 

To prevent the skiff from being bat- 
teréd to pleces against a bridge Mo- 
Guire clung to the steps of the house, 
He held this position until other police- 
men And a city fireman crawled out on 
the mass of driftwood around the bridge 
and attached ropes to the boat.

AT MEETING TODAY 


“Show nie” Gathering Must 
Either Put Up, or Shut Up 
for All Time.

Federal League club owners will be 
asked to “put up or shut up” at the 
annual meeting of that organization 
scheduled in Indianapolis, today. It is 
predicted by some of the magnates that 
the first bomb of a war on organized 
baseball will be sounded at this gath- 
ering. Others contend that when it 
comes time for the Federals to put 
up their money to finance the big deals, 
the younger club owners will back 
down. 

The St. Louis, Kansas City and Bal- 
more stockholders have been making 
most noise. They say that they sre 
willing to do their share of the fighting 
against the major League club own- 
Pers, if the other magnates of the Fed- 
eral League show their teeth. 

The St. Louls club will be represented 


at the meeting by President E. A. Stein- 


W. Laumeler, one of the stockholders. 
Otto F. Stifel, the principal angel.“ 
was unable to accompany the others. 

Parks, Not Players, Cause Worry. 

The St. Louis club owners say that 
they are willing to spend any amount 
of money to hire baliplayers from or- 
ganized teams. Their principal worry 
is over the selection of a site for a 
park. 

George Stovall,’ deposed manager of 
the Browns, was in St. Louis Friday. 
He stopped off here on his way to In- 
dianapolis, where he will represent ne 
Kansas City club at the Fed. meeting. 

Stovall hasn’t signed to manage the 
Porkers, but stertes he has come to 
teriis with the club owners. 

Stovall says that if the other cities 
are as enthusiastic as Kansas City, 
the Federal League will be a success.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 1—The Govern- 
ment encountered some difficulty in 
meeting its payroll for the 10 days end- 
ing yesterday. In some departments 
only partial payment was made, with the 
promise that the balance would be forth- 
coming today. In other departments 
payment had to be entirely deferred. 
Later, however, the Government secured 
funds and began giving their money to 
the men in all departments. The pay-~- 
master had instructions te continue at 
work rough last night if necessary. 

Rumors of the inability of the admin- 
istration to meet its financial engage- 
ments spread over the city, togethér with 
a rumor that President Huerta purposed 
to levy a tax of 15 per cent en all bank 
deposits. Many persons withdrew their 
funds from banks. Apparently there is 
no bagis for the report. The withdraw- 
alg did not reach the proportion of runs 
on the banks, but bankers appeared ap- 
prehensive that this might be the result 
should the excitement continue to grow. 

There is a distinctly high tension of 
expectancy here and on all sides the 
belief is freely, expressed, both by Mex- 
icans and foreigners, that the adminis- 
tration is facing a financial crisis. It is
